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Library could be on the move to arts centre 


Sharing: Plans are afoot for Highgate library to switch to Jacksons Lane Arts Centre to create a new cultural hub 




HIGHGATE library could be relocated to share 
premises with nearby Jacksons Lane Arts Centre, 
creating a new community arts and cultural hub. 

The proposal is being given serious thought by 
Haringey Council as well as Highgate Library 
Action Group, which has been campaigning to 
secure the library’s future 

The existing building, in Shepherd’s Hill, 
which the library has occupied since 1902, 
would be shut and sold off and proceeds invested 
in upgrading library services and improving 
facilities at the arts centre, in Archway Road. 

Jacksons Lane Arts Centre came up with the 
idea and approached the council and the action 
group. All three parties are now working together 
to explore the proposal in greater depth to ensure 
it meets a list of requirements. 


They include: 

□ An improved library with enhanced technol¬ 
ogy- 

□ Access to a wider range of facilities and 
activities. 

□ Better use of space at Jacksons Lane, with a 
dedicated separate entrance for the library. 

□ An aim to match the existing amount of 
library space. 

□ The council to maintain responsibility for 
library services. 

The action group’s chairwoman Susan Chinn 
described the proposal as “interesting and 
thought-provoking” and said the campaigners 
would co-operate in the local consultation and 
feasibility study. 

“Libraries are a precious heritage in whatever 


form they take and the future of Highgate library 
must be assured,” she added. 

Bernice Vanier, the council’s cabinet member 
for customer services and culture, said the local 
authority was committed to keeping and improv¬ 
ing all of the borough’s libraries and any move 
would have to be in the best interests of the com¬ 
munity and library users. 

“We look forward to working closely with both 
Jacksons Lane and the Highgate Library Action 
Group to develop proposals further before any 
decisions are made,” she added. 

James Tilston, Jacksons Lane Arts Centre’s 
chief executive, said that bringing the library into 
Jacksons Lane would be the “ideal partnership 
allowing even more people to enjoy the facilities, 
events and activities already on offer”. 


800 HOMES PLAN 
ON HOSPITAL SITE 


A RADICAL blueprint has been unveiled 
for up to 800 new affordable homes on the 
site of Tottenham’s St Ann’s Hospital. 

St Ann’s Redevelopment Trust, a community-led 
initiative, has drawn up an alternative vision to the 
luxury flats it believes a private developer would 
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build, putting the accommodation beyond the 
pockets of many residents, 

Barnet, Enfield and Haringey NHS Mental 
Health Trust plans to sell off two thirds of the 
hospital site, in St Ann’s Road, with mental 
health services continuing to run on the rest of 
the site. 

StART’s masterplan is the culmination of two 
years of campaigning and consultation with the 
community. Professional architects were com¬ 
missioned to draft it, paid for through an online 
crowdfunding appeal. 

The ambitious document puts the housing 
needs of the community at the forefront, pro¬ 
viding genuinely affordable housing. 

It aims to retain the hospital’s green spaces so 
they are accessible for all. It also proposes inte¬ 
grating the development into existing NHS ser¬ 
vices providing some of the affordable 


accommodation for hospital staff or for patients 
who wish to live independently, but with support. 

StART has registered as a community land 
trust and will submit the masterplan as part of 
its bid to purchase the land. The document 
doesn’t include financial costings or details on 
how the scheme will be funded, but says finan¬ 
cial models detailing how much it needs to bor¬ 
row and the expected income from rents and 
mortgages are being produced. 

It is also looking at contracting a housing 
association to manage the homes or establish¬ 
ing a company to run the service on its behalf. 

StART spokeswoman Kathryn Medien said: 
“The masterplan is our statement of intent. It 
shows that the community is best placed to 
define the shape of housing in London and pro¬ 
vide a viable grassroots alternative to the cur¬ 
rent housing crisis.” 
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Man dies in 
blaze at flat 

A MAN died in a fire at a flat in Wood Green 
in the early hours of yesterday morning. 

The victim was confirmed dead after 
firefighters were called to the ground-floor 
flat, in Finsbury Road, at 1.48am. They 
battled for almost an hour and a half to 
bring the blaze under control. 

A fire brigade spokesman said: 
“Firefighters wearing breathing apparatus 
removed a man from a ground-floor flat, but 
he was sadly confirmed dead by London 
Ambulance Service crews.” 

The cause of the fire is being investigated.

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Firefighters risk blast 
in tackling shed blaze

FIREFIGHTERS faced the risk of a 
large butane gas cylinder exploding as 
they battled a blaze in a metal storage 
shed behind a second-hand car dealers. 

The fire at the back of Auto 2000 
Prestige Cars, in Windmill Hill, 
Enfield, on Thursday afternoon caused 
traffic disruption with roads closed as a 
safety precaution,. 

Daniel Alie, manager at Southgate 
fire station and Enfield and Barnet’s 
fire safety liaison officer, who attended 
the blaze, said that it had started after a 
drum in which rubbish was being 
burned overturned and the flames 
spread to the storage shed. 

The shed, he said, was filled with 
tons of rubbish. 

“While tackling the blaze, crews for¬ 
tunately spotted the cylinder among the 
rubbish,” he said. 

“It had become dangerously hot, hav¬ 
ing reached a temperature, we estimate, 
of about 200 degrees.

Cross pays tribute to refugees at church service 
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Our very own Toy Story

A TREASURE trove of nostalgia has 
opened at Enfield Museum showcasing 
some of the world’s best-loved and 
biggest-selling vintage toys that were 
once made in the borough. 

Household board games including 
Scrabble and Matchbox cars will trans¬ 
port visitors back to childhood at the 
Dugdale Centre’s free exhibition, in 
London Road, Enfield Town. 

Terrific Toys: made and played in 
Enfield started last Thursday and is open 
to the public until January, with exhibits 
dating back to the early 1900s. 

The collection includes more than 500 
Matchbox die-cast cars produced by 
Palmers Green residents Leslie and 
Rodney Smith. 

The school friends started their busi¬ 
ness after World War II in 1947 in the 
basement pub of what was then The 
Rifleman, in Union Row, Edmonton. 

Millions of Matchbox cars were manu¬ 
factured under the brand Lesney Prod¬ 
ucts & Co Ltd. 

Most of the toys in the exhibition date 
from the 1950s to 1990s and belong to 
the museum’s collection, others have 
been loaned by Enfield residents and 
toy collectors. 

Board game favourites on display were 
produced in their millions at a 


Brimsdown factory, in Green Street, by 
J.W. Spear and Sons from 1932 to 1994. 
A coach-built pram, which had once

been an upmarket toy for wealthy fami¬ 
lies, is part of the collection and was sold 
at existing store Rodwins, in Crown 
Lane, Southgate, by owner Josie Royce. 

She still trades after opening in 1959, 
but diversified her products when toys 
became mass-produced. 


Josie now sells arts and crafts, haber¬ 
dashery, fancy dress costumes and 
party accessories. 

“She saw the writing on the wall for 
traditional toys and has expanded her 
range,” said Jan Metcalfe, the Dugdale’s 
museum officer and exhibition curator. 

Other exhibits include a Starsky and 
Hutch cap gun and miniature trains pro¬ 
duced under the brand Lone Star, by Die 
Cast Machine Tools Ltd, who owned a 
Palmers Green factory, in Green Lanes, 
during the 1940s. 

Panorama Action Transfers were 
popular during the 1960s to 1980s 
and involved rubbing over tracing 
paper to print an image on to a 
landscaped drawing. 

Enfield sculptor and artist,Joe Robin¬ 
son, who pitched the toy exhibition idea, 
loaned one of his Panorama art sets from 
his childhood, among other items. 

“I distinctly remember getting the set in 
my Christmas stocking when I was seven 
and I spent the whole day playing with 
it,” said the 50-year-old. 

Other toys from the golden age include 
ventriloquist dummy Archie Andrews, a 
rosebud doll from the 1950s, Sindy 
and Barbie. 

“We wanted the exhibition to be a 
real feast of nostalgia for visitors,” 
added Jan, “and I hope they will share 
memories of their favourite toys with 
other generations.”

Man, 20, remains in critical condition 


TWO suspects, arrested on suspicion 
of attempted murder following the 
shooting of a 20-year-old man in 
Enfield, have been released on bail. 

The victim remains in hospital in a 
critical condition after he was found 
with a gunshot wound in a car in the 
car park of the Travelodge hotel, close 
to the Lincoln Road junction with the 
A10 Great Cambridge Road, a fort¬ 
night ago. 

Two men, both aged 20, were 


arrested last week and questioned in 
connection with the shooting. 

They have been bailed pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries. 

Detectives this week renewed 
appeals for witnesses or anyone who 
has information about the shooting, 
which happened at about 9.45pm on 


Wednesday, April 5. The Metropolitan 
Police’s Trident Area Command, 
which deals with gang crime, initially 
investigated the shooting, but it has 
now been passed to detectives from 
the Met’s Homicide and Major 
Crime Command. 

Detective Chief Inspector Andrew 


Packer said: “The victim of this shoot¬ 
ing currently remains in hospital in a 
critical condition and it is of para¬ 
mount importance that anyone who 
witnessed or saw anything that night 
comes forward and speaks to us. 

“The victim was in the car park of 
the Travelodge hotel and was shot at as 


he sat in a car. This is a really busy 
area. If you were in Lincoln Road, near 
to Great Cambridge Road on April 5 
and remember anything, no matter 
how small, now is the time to say 
something,” he added.

FOUR huge copper and stainless steel stills line the 
brick wall of the Old Bakery Gin, a tiny distillery in 
Palmers Green. 

But four months ago, this was nothing, just a 
derelict building in a row of former garages. 

The transformation happened when plumber Ian 
Puddick, 47, stumbled on an illicit gin distillery dat¬ 
ing back more than a century. 

He found empty bottles of “mother’s ruin” when

he bought the disused bakery next door a couple 
of years ago and then unveiled a secret - that 
120 years ago his new office was famous for 
selling home-made (and at the time illegal) gin. 

Intrigued by the discovery, he tracked down an 
ancient relative of the early owner and even 
found the ingredients - but not the amounts 
used - for the secret recipe that dates back to the 
early 18th century. 

Mr Puddick, who luckily likes the spirit, began 
months of research on how to make the perfect 
drink - and Old Bakery Gin was born. 

He said: “There’s been a lot of trial and error 
and a lot of late-night tasting! 

“But I think we’ve got it right now.” 

Old Bakery Gin is made using only four 
“botanicals” - hand-cracked juniper berries, 
blended with freshly-cut lemon and lime peels 
and one other (presumably he’d have to kill any¬ 
one to whom he revealed that secret). 

Mr Puddick, who also runs the London Boiler 
Company, in Pymmes Mews, said: “I bought 
this place a few years ago to use as our offices 
and had to remove a huge unsafe chimney. 

“During all that and searching through old 
legal documents and paperwork I discovered 
that the original bakery had a secret. They made 
and sold large quantities of illicit gin in two stills 
in the old grain store next door. 

“I tracked down the recipe and first of all got 
a wholesale licence to sell to restaurants, pubs 
and clubs. Then as of last night (Friday) - which 
I’m over the moon about - got a premises 
licence which means I can sell to the public. 

“People will be able to come here label their 
own bottle and then give it a seal wax before tak¬ 
ing it home. 

“It’s amazing it’s only taken 100 years for it to 
become legal, but what a history.” 

Harrods, Fortnum and Mason and Selfridges 
share his passion and have all agreed to sell it. 

The original faded ghost wall sign for the bak¬ 



ery has been fully restored and is now the back¬ 
drop for the gin label, along with a photo of Mr 
Puddick’s 80-year-old father, Ron. 

Although he’s in no rush to leave plumbing, 
he’s been surprised by how gin-making has 
taken over. 

He added: “We sell bottles at Alexandra Palace 
Farmers’ Market. That’s fun and now the 
distillery is up and running we’ve got a lot of gin 
to make and bottles to fill, but as for what’ll hap¬ 
pen next I don’t know. We’ll just wait and see. 

“I’ve just become a father for the first time 
three weeks ago, so he’s keeping me pretty busy 
as well!”

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Nick’s ready to put 
himself to the test

ENFIELD Chase ward councillor Nick Dines is 
putting his best foot forward and hoping to raise 
thousands for a new technical college by running 
the London Marathon. 

Mr Dines has been racing through Ponders 
End, Edmonton and up to Tottenham Hale, build¬ 
ing up his distance each week in preparation for 
the iconic 26.2-mile course. 

He’s nervous and tired - after a lot of 5am 
starts, putting on his trainers and taking to the 
streets - but is hoping to make his family 
proud and raise money for a cause that’s close to 
his heart. 

He said: “I knew it would be hard. Obviously, 
it’s not something you can do without training, 
but this has been the hardest thing I have 
ever done. 

“If I’ve had a few late nights out with work, 
getting back out there has been really tough. 

“I was never a runner. I’d go to the gym a cou¬ 
ple of times a week, but I’ve never pushed myself 
like this.” 


Mr Dines is running the marathon in aid of the 
Sir Simon Milton Foundation - a technical col¬ 
lege that is set to open in September and states its 
aim is to “educate the next generation of engi¬ 
neers and designers”. 

Mr Dines added: “I used to work for Sir Simon 
and the foundation was established to continue 
his vision of a society in which communities 
care, the young aspire and older people thrive. 

“The college will be in Westminster, but is for 
young people from across London, aged 14 to 
19. I’m hoping it will provide opportunities for 
the young people of Enfield.” 

Mr Dines has already reached his goal of 
£2,000 and hopes to raise more. 

The London Marathon was first run on March 
29,1981, and has been held in the spring of every 
year since. This will be the 37th annual race with 
thousands of runners starting south of the River 
Thames in Greenwich and continuing on a route 
that goes past some of London’s famous land¬ 
marks, including the Cutty Sark and London Eye, 
before finishing in front of Buckingham Palace.

If we are serious about improving 
health, meeting the current legal lim¬ 
its should just be the start. 

Hotspots are a diversion. Londoners 
are dying early and seeing major dis¬ 


eases of our youngest and oldest 
linked to toxic air en masse. 

Imagine if 40,000 UK citizens were 
dying every year, children having 
their lung growth stunted and 
hospitals seeing heart attack and 
stroke victims peak due to terrorism, 
poisoned food, polluted water or some 
other visible killer. 

Does anyone realistically think we

Teddy bear 
pick-me-up 


Women's institutes knitting 
for traumatised youngsters

VULNERABLE children with 
whom police response teams come 
into contact while on duty will be 
given a hand-knitted teddy bear to 
help comfort them after an unset¬ 
tling incident. 

A total of 200 “trauma teddies” 
were knitted by three women’s 
institutes groups from Enfield 
for the project, which was 
launched at Enfield police station, 
in Baker Street. 

More than 400 hours have been 
put into knitting the teddies by WI 
members from the Clay Hill, Grange 
Park and Field Dames groups. 

Clay Hill president Lynn Brana 
spearheaded the project between the 
three groups after she heard about a 
similar scheme at a Middlesex Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Institutes meet¬ 
ing last year. 

Members from Clay Hill, who 
meet one Thursday a month at Arm- 
field Hall, in Armfield Road, 
Enfield, started knitting the teddies 
and were soon joined by Grange 
Park and Field Dames. 

“It was nice to do something 
together,” said Mrs Brana, 64. “It’s 
important to help the children in our 


community and the members really 
enjoyed being creative.” 

The initiative would not have been 
possible without help from the 
women’s institute members and the 
bears will be handed out by police 
response teams. 

“It’s not a service that the 
Metropolitan Police can offer, so 
we are extremely grateful and I’m 
sure the children will be, too,” 
said Jenny Barnett, Enfield 
police’s superintendent for opera¬ 
tions and partnerships. 

“We thought it was a brilliant 
idea,” added Carol Reeves, 72, 
treasurer at Grange Park Women’s 
Institute, who meet at Grange 
Park Methodist Church, in Old 
Park Ridings. 

“Little children who are trauma¬ 
tised may not be able to talk about 
how they feel, but cuddling a teddy 
is soothing.” 

Clay Hill members visited the 
children’s ward at North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Sterling 
Way, Edmonton, with Enfield police 
officers, to give out 30 hand-knitted 
teddies to youngsters in aid of Chil¬ 
dren in Need. 

The teddy bear initiative is due 
to be rolled out across the borough 
this week.

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Walking from France to Spain: Rita Liukomiene

THE owner of a barber shop is 
embarking on a 500-mile pilgrimage 
from France to Spain next month in 
memory of her sister and cousin. 

Rita Liukomiene will start her 
journey in the south-western French 
town of Saint-Jean-Pied-de-Port 
and finish in north-western Spain, 
in Santiago de Compostela. 

The 58-year-old, from Gem 
Barbers, in Baker Street, Enfield, 
lost her sister Romualalu to a heart 
attack last year and her cousin 
Saulius died from heart complica¬ 
tions earlier this month. 

Rita, who lives in Station Road, 
Winchmore Hill, planned the trip 
last year, but it has now taken on a 
deeper significance since losing her 
two family members. 

It is a popular pilgrim route as it 


leads to the shrine of the apostle St 
James the Great, in Santiago de 
Compostela. However, Rita is not 
religious, so it will be more of a 
spiritual journey. 

“I want to find myself on the trip,” 
she said. “I lost my sister and cousin 
and so this spiritual walk will be in 
memory of my loved ones.” 

Rita, who will be flying out to 
France on Wednesday, May 10, has 
started training by walking five 
miles a day and she will be gradu¬ 
ally stepping up the distance before 
her trip. 

“I will have a lot of time to think 
when I am away,” she said, “and I 
hope to meet people from different 
countries on the pilgrimage.” 

Rita, who will stay at hostels 
along the way, has not put a time 
limit on her journey. 

Her last expedition was an 11- 
mile walk on the island of Crete 


with her daughter, Gabija, 33, eight 
years ago, which she remembers 
was a challenge because of the hills. 
“I think the hardest part on this 


trip will be the heat and getting 
blisters on my feet,” she added. 
“But I am very excited to be getting 
on the road.”

COMEDIAN Gary Delaney doesn’t much care for comics who 
are political and preachy. 

“I only care about how funny they are,” he says. “A comic’s 
views on politics are about as important as a butcher’s on 
astronomy. Comedy is just supposed to be about being funny. 

That’s it.” 

Recognisable from appearances on TV shows including 
Mock the Week, he is the master of the wickedly funny one- 
liner, packing more than 200 jokes into his stand-up act. 

Currently on a UK tour with his Something About Gary show, 
the next audience to suffer “quiplash” as a result of his barrage 
of gags will be the one at Millfield Theatre, in Silver Street, 
Edmonton, where he performs next Thursday evening (April 27). 

The jokes, he says, range from “some clean, some rude, some 
dark and some silly” and all of them are delivered with the infec¬ 
tious charm and barely hidden delight of a cheeky schoolboy. 

The Midlands-born comic has appeared in and written for numer¬ 
ous TV and radio comedy shows, among them 8 out of 10 Cats and 
Russell Howard’s Good News, as well as providing material for fellow- 
stand-ups Jason Mansford, Micky Flanagan and his wife, Sarah Millican. 

He used to get frustrated with others who stole his jokes and put th< 
online or retweeted them without crediting him, but now regu 
posts cleverly crafted one-liners of his on his own Twitter page. 

“One-liners are much easier than long jokes to steal and 
repeat on websites,” he says. “It’s pointless getting 
annoyed. Hopefully, people will see a joke I’ve posted, 
retweet it, then follow me and come to see me on 
stage.” 

As a flavour of what the audience at the Millfield 
can expect here are a few of his rib ticklers: 

“My girlfriend’s dog died, so to cheer her up I 
went out and got her an identical one. She was 
livid. She said, ‘What am I going to do with 
two dead dogs?’ 

“Good news, I’m working from home 
today! Bad news: I’m a fireman.” 

“This morning I went to a meeting of my 
premature ejaculators’ support group. But 
it turns out that it’s tomorrow.” 

“Dave drowned. So at the funeral we 
got him a wreath in the shape of a 
lifebelt. Well, it’s what he would have 
wanted.”

I T’S tally ho and chocks away to a tumul¬ 
tuous period when upper lips were jolly stiff 
and women on the home front actively 
served the bomb-ravaged nation. 

Based on Lissa Evans’ novel Their Finest 
Hour And A Half, Lone Scherfig’s wartime 
comedy drafts frothy drama and heart-tug¬ 
ging romance into active service, assisted by 
a starry and largely British cast. 

Inveterate scene-stealer Bill Nighy delivers 
another masterclass in deadpan delivery and 
arched eyebrows as a one-time screen idol, 
whose glory days are far behind him. 

Gemma Arterton is a delightful foil, bang¬ 
ing a drum for gender equality in the face of 
chauvinist condescension, with support from 
the likes of Richard E Grant, Helen McCrory, 
Eddie Marsan and Jeremy Irons. 

The script maintains a brisk pace and a light 
tone despite the grim historical backdrop, cel¬ 
ebrating the power of cinema to dispel the 
gloom during World War II. 

“Films: real life with the boring bits cut out,” 
pithily professes one crew member. 

Their Finest largely observes these sage 
words and only permits reality to bite in clos¬ 
ing frames when the devastation of the Blitz 
takes its toll on the key figures. 

When her painter husband Ellis (Jack Hus¬ 
ton) fails to sell his canvasses, Catrin Cole 
(Arterton) takes a paid position as a secretary 
at the Ministry of Information, which produces 
propaganda to buoy the nation’s spirits. 
Roger Swain (Grant) heads up the film

division and he entreats scriptwriters Tom 
Buckley (Sam Claflin) and Raymond Parfitt 
(Paul Ritter) to unearth a true story of 
wartime heroism that embodies “authenticity 
with optimism” which can be immortalised 
on celluloid. 

The real-life rescue of wounded British sol¬ 
diers from the beaches of Dunkirk by twin sis¬ 
ters using their father’s boat is just the ticket. 

Catrin is asked to pen the female charac¬ 
ters’ dialogue - dismissively referred to as 
“the slop” - and she toils alongside Tom and 
Raymond to give voice to the sisters. 

A pompous cabinet minister (Irons) insists 
the script should include an American char¬ 
acter in order to persuade the United States 
to join the Allied assault. 

Handsome airman Carl Lundbeck (Jake 
Lacy), who is more wooden than the studio 
sets, is cast alongside ageing theatrical ham 
Ambrose Hilliard (Nighy) on a shoot that 
sparks forbidden romance and mutual 
respect between Catrin and Tom. 

Their Finest is a sweet and charming con¬ 
fection with a full conscription of reliable 
cliches to keep the fires burning. 

Arterton and Claflin kindle a spiky on-screen 
romance, conflicted about their feelings for 
each other until a supporting character 
observes: “When life is so precious, it seems 
an awful shame to waste it.” 

Period detail is solid throughout and direc¬ 
tor Scherfig makes light work of the two-hour 
running time. 

An exceedingly fine affair.

What is a 
‘Short’ Lease 

In the past, many buyers and owners of flats have tended to overlook the fact that 
leaseholds are ‘wasting assets’. This means that as the unexpired term runs down 
the value of the flat decreases. But when does a lease reach a point where it can be 
regarded as ‘short’, in the sense that the remaining lease length starts to impact 
upon the value of a flat? 

In recent years we have noticed that the length of a lease that some people regard 
as being ‘short’ has increased. We tend to find that buyers of flats with leases of as 
much as 85 years to run will ask the sellers to make enquiries about obtaining a lease 
extension. Broadly the reasons are as follows: 

• There is a step-change in the statutory calculation method for a lease extension 
once a lease falls below 80 years. At that point the premium takes a steeper 
upward turn, to the benefit of the freeholder. Flat buyers, and their legal 
advisers, have become sensitive to this situation. 

• The Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors has now recognised this 
sensitivity, by raising the default period for a ‘good lease’ to 85 years. 

Moving can be stressful, even with the help of a good local estate agent. So it seems 
it would be prudent not have the added worry of potentially impaired lease when you 
come to sell, particularly as the statutory route to a lease extension takes time. You 
could say that the best time to seek a lease extension is when you are happily living 
in your flat. As JFK once said... ‘repair the roof when the sun is shining’.

MANAGER Mauricio Pochettino praised his 
Tottenham Hotspur players after they enjoyed 
another emphatic victory over the weekend to 
pile the pressure on Premier League leaders 
Chelsea. 

Spurs cruised to a 4-0 triumph at home to 
Bournemouth on Saturday to claim a club-record 
seventh successive Premier League win, and 
Chelsea’s defeat at Manchester United the fol¬ 
lowing day enabled them to close to within four 
points of the table-toppers. 

“The performance was great,” Pochettino 
said.

“The belief in the way we play is so important 
for us. It’s not only to win, but to know how you 
win. That makes us very proud. 

“It’s a fantastic achievement to get seven wins 
in a row. We feel very proud and that’s how we 
all feel. The feeling we have with our support¬ 
ers is fantastic and I congratulate them all. It’s a 
big achievement at a massive club. 

“At the end of the season when everyone is 
tired we need everyone to have the right mental 
attitude and happiness helps. We now need 


everyone to rest and get ready for the next few 
games. The three points are very important to 
keep our dream.” 

Mousa Dembele set Tottenham on the way to 
victory with his first goal of the season and the 
in-form Son Heung-Min doubled their advan¬ 
tage soon after to put them in control. 

Harry Kane, starting for the first time since 
recovering from his ankle injury, added the 
third - becoming just the fourth man ever to 
score 20 Premier League goals in three succes¬ 
sive seasons - before Vincent Janssen wrapped 
up the scoring with his first league goal from 
open play. 

“We said before the game that we wanted to 
keep our momentum going and not give anything 
away,” Kane said. “Bournemouth are a tough 
side. They press high, but we did better than 
them - we worked harder between the lines, got 
our chances and took them. It was a fantastic 
result. 

“The first goal is important. We get that 
breakthrough and you can go on to kill the 
game. We’ve been very good at that this season, 
especially at home. 

“We got the first two goals and then the third 
just after half-time, and that killed the game off.
